BOSTON, Oct. 23.—IJdw. K Melvin 


a former member of tho Marino corps 
at Churlostown navy yard-and serving 
a life sentence for murder in the 
state prison, committed suicide in his 
cell about 9.30 yesterday morning by 
cutting his throat with a razor. 
He 


had been in tho Institution Just ono 
nionth and had been very remorseful 
since he became an Inmate, not making 
any chums and always keeping to him- 
self. 


As soon as the sulcldo was discov- 


ered he was rushed to the prison hos- 
pital, but ho was dead, It is thought, 
before he was lifted from the floor of 
tho cell. 


The discovery of tho 
suicide was 


made by the prisoner In the next cell 
to Melvin. 
He heard something- fall 


on tho floor and also some groaning. 
He rapped on his cell door and tho 
"runner" in the corridor camo and 
looked Into Melvln's cell. 
He saw tho 


man on the floor and blood was flow- 
ing from tho wound in his throat. Offi- 
cer Buzzoll was notified and with tho 
"runner" Melvin was hurried 
to tho 


prison hospital. 


Melvin was preparing to attend tho 


regular service 'in the Institution a 
10.:iO and had nearly completed l.i: 
toilet when it Is suposed a sudden at 
tack of Insanity overcame him, duo to 


us brooding over his predicament. 


Tho razor with which tho deed was 


committed was one of his own, as ev- 
ery prisoner, if he doslrcs to shave 
himself, is allowed to have a razor. 
This has been tho practice in the pris- 
on for tho past 76 years. 
In caso a 


prisoner cannot shave himself ho it al- 
,owed to have the prison barber. 


The only visitor to Melvin since bo 


oocamo an Inmate of the prison was his 
mother, who called last Tuesday. 
He 


appeared to become more melancholy 
when she left, although the prison offi- 
cers say that he never gave any signs 
ot insanity. 'He worked in the cloth- 
ing shop and his cell was In the east 
wing. 
Melvin belongs in Chelmsford,

On Dec. 10, 1910, Melvin shot John 


Carey during a dispute over a. half 
dollar at 39 Wapplng street, Charles- 
town. 
Five shots were flred but only

Melvin was arrested at tha time of

What Is the "Commission Form of 


Government?" 


It is the placing of the municipal 


government in a board of fivo men; 
to wit, a Mayor, and four Aldermen, 
who together'constitute the municipal 
council—instead of, as now, in a two- 
chamber council of nine aldermen and 
27 couneilmen.

Who Should Be Most interested in This 


Form of Government? 


All the citizens—taxpayers, resident 


wage earners, and all. 


Who Are the Taxpayers? 


Everybody 
who eais, sleeps and 


lives In this city and pays 
his 
bills 


pays the taxes. The owner of the 
house in which you live pays the taxes 
to tho city; he is directly responsible 
for tho same, but he gets his taxes 
back out of you, the tenant, in the 
form of rent. 
Tho man who owns or rents the 


store in which you buy clothes, food. 
etc., has his taxes to raise; 
and ho 


must and does make a corresponding- 
increase in the prices of tho eoofis he 
sells to you. 


The owners of property are directly 


responsible for all taxes; but in th-: 
last analysis tho people who eat fe:-3. 
wear clothes, and pay rents are Th? 
real and the heavy taxpayers in ti-.v 
community—nonce tho origin of the 
old saw that "We are sure only o* 
death and taxes."

How is the Wage-earner Interested? 


The bettor tho city's business 
is 


managed, the more money there will 
bo for public works and 
public 
im- 


provements. 
This means more work 


for the wnpe-oarner. 
As a nile, the 


wage-earner and his family livo in 
Lowell tho year round. It makns a 
diiference whether the city furnishes 
good water, clean and well-lighted 
streets, proper police protection, cnre 
for the public health,

good schools and playgrounds.

A plan by which the people may 


propose or initiate any ordinances or 
measures they desire, by which It is 
required that tho municipal 
council 


.shall either pass thoso measures or 
else submit them to popular vote. 
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If the 
Municipal Council Refuses to 


Pass Such Laws as 
the 
Citizens 


Want, What is the Remedy? 
The citizens can present an ordi- 


nance or measure to 
tho municipal 


council by petition. If tho petition is 
signed by a number of voters equal 
to 20 per cent of the aggregate votes 
cast for candidates for mayor at tho

No. The members of the 
munici- 


pal council are elected by tho people 
and are dependent on the voters not 
only for their election but for their 
continuance In office. No such policy 
would be tolerated by the voters, and 
in consequence there Is no probability 
that any elected board would venture 
to try it.

and over on Second avenue, .30. men In 
one room—a larger company than ever 
crowded the Deadwood stage—wero 
held with their hands in tho air by 
four armed men and robbed of money 
. and valuables.

»ob » saloonkeeper, died in the hos- 
pital ywterday from a bullet wound

Shoot Up Dance Hall 


The first instance of gun play wnc at 


tho annual reception of St. Joseph's 
Lithuanian society in Palace hall, on 
Grand street, Wllliamaburg. About MO 
members 
ot the 
society and their 


friends were dancing in the lutll, when 
a gang of ruffians who had been re- 
fused admission forced their way into 
the hall and.began a free light by In- 
sulting women. 
When the fight grew hot the mem- 


bers of tho gang drew revolvers and 
began, to shoot up the place. There was 
a wild panic in the hall, and many men 
and women were dropped 
from the 


second story windows to the street. 
Police reserves were cnllo.d and when 


they arrived they, found Joseph Faulk- 
ner of 160 South First street mortally 
wounded by a bullet which had plorcuil 
his abdomen, nnd four mun struggling 
on the floor. Three of these men, as 
Mras Faulkner, were members of guests 
pf the. society. Tho fourth man, Jere- 
mlnh Bonan of South Third street, was 
accused by the others of hiivlng start- 
ed the. shooting nnd of having shot 
Faulkner. 


It wa» only, a f^w. minutes later that

thirty men, engaged at some pleasant 
same in the basement of the pool and 


j billiard room of Antonio Labarn, No. 


59 Second avenue, were surprised 
by 


the. entrance of four men .with drawn 
revolvers. "Hands up!" was the order, 
and it was promptly obeyed. All the 
men in the room were lined 
up and 


i then compelled to pass by a table and 
deposit their money and valuables one 
of the hold-up men mnklng suro that 
the order was obeyed. 


Labavn painfully separated 
himself 


from y gold watch and a sum of mon- 
iy, and tho others followed suit. Tho 
robbers obtained about $200 in cash 
and watches and pins worth probably 
$100 more.
